Cuba has extended agricul- 
tural interests far beyond the 
sugar cane crop to include pas- 
ture development, cattle, fiber

Hurricane Beans Hit Market 


| Hurricane Hit Fields Bring 
Small Yields And 
Medium Prices 


The Glades biggest gamblers 
—growers and produce men— 
have had a short deal with na- 
ture’s elements and for the 
past three seasons have lost 
their chips. But future of the 
season looks bright they 
salvage hurricane scarred and 
twisted produce and place high 
hopes on healthy crops now ap- 
pearing above the muck, 

Last week wind battered 
beans were sorted out from 
hurricane ravaged fields. The, 
yield—about ten baskets per 
gcre—was very low according 
to produce men. The beans are 
selling between $4 and $6 with 
some falling lower and a small 
quantity going higher than the 
! average. 

Beans planted after the hur- 
ricane аге the best looking 
crops in years, growers say. 
The healthy crops have flourish- 
ed under recent ideal growing 
conditions of cool nights, warm 
days and occasional showers. 

With heavy picking of these 
crops predicted December 1 
through 10, another obstacle— 
acute labor shortage-looms be- 
fore the farmers. 

Area growers are considering 
forming a consolidated effort 
to lure workers to the section 
through extensive advertising. 

Promising crops of celery, 
which should begin moving 
about December 1, will add to 
the labor need. 

Leafy produce such as cab- 
bage and escarole and corn 
planted after the big blow will 
not be on the market in any 
quantity until sometime in 
January, 

Through nature's scheme of 
droughts, flooding rains and 
storms, local growers, produce 
men, harvest hands, and mer- 
chants have reached their last 
belt hole.. Those who pinned 
their last hopes on early fall 
crops swept away by the hur- 
ricane were refinanced through 
federal loans with crops mort- 
gaged to the government. 

Hoping for a change in the 
short odds, farmers view mid- 
winter and spring crops with 
the high and eternal hopes of 
veteran dice shooters.
